t took almost 30 years, but 
[es Diaz has finally 
found closure. 

“I have the peace that I was 
looking for,” she said Friday, 
sitting in the dining room of her 
Ukiah home. “I feel the biggest 
weight off my shoulders. I feel 
like I could fly.” 

Diaz, formerly Tracy Parks, 
is a survivor of the Jonestown 
massacre that took the lives of 
more than 900 members of the 
Peoples Temple religious move- 
ment led by the Rev. Jim Jones. 

Diaz and her friend Annette 
Brockway were part of a soon- 
to-be-aired CNN documentary 
hosted by Soledad O’Brien 
marking the 30th anniversary of 
the tragedy. 

A segment of the program 
was filmed on location at the 
airstrip in Guyana where then 


12-year-old Diaz witnessed 
members of the formerly 
Redwood Valley-based church 
gun down her mother, Patricia 
Parks, and four others as they 
attempted to flee. 

Diaz said she and a few oth- 
ers were lost in the equatorial 
jungle for four days before 
being rescued as they were near 
death. 

“The only thing that was 
gone was this little shed on the 
side of the airstrip and that’s 
where in my mind I was going 
to remember where the big 
plane was so I could remember 
where my mom’s body lay so I 
could do her memorial,” she 
said. “They actually took the 
picture while we were over 
there, and one of the tour guides 
that was going to take us back 
into Jonestown said he remem- 
bered me. He remembered them

My sister, Patty Chaffin Parks, 
came from a large family. She and 
I grew up with an older sister Joan 
— who has passed — a younger sis- 
ter Linda, and a younger brother 
Dennis — who just passed last 
December. We were a fairly happy 
family. Our parents married 
young, and Patty and Joan also 
married young, when they were 16 
or 17. I remember that Patty and I 
had to share a bed when we were 
very young. In those days — I 
would have been between 5 and

-Test your smoke alarm once every 
month. 

-Replace the batteries two times per year.

Duncan Peak Vineyards: Historic ranch reflected in handcrafted wine 


Wine notes

“Our mission is to make excellent 
wines for people to enjoy, and to pre- 
serve this property exactly the way I 
found it,” says Hubert Lenczowski, co- 
proprietor of Duncan Peak Vineyards, 
on Mountain House Road just west of 
Hopland. “The only thing we’ve 
changed is that there are grapevines.” 

On a sunny afternoon two weeks 
ago those vines had been harvested. 
Bins of fat black petite sirah grapes and 
the tiny ruby cabernet grapes were 
beginning fermentation next to the 
iconic barn on Lenczowski’s 110-acre 
ranch at the base of Duncan Peak. We 
step back to admire the barn, built in 
1860. The peak of the barn reproduces 
the Coastal Range’s Duncan Peak, 


which rises in symmetry as a backdrop 
for the namesake vineyard and winery. 
This property was part of the 
15,000-acre Rancho Sanel Mexican 
Land Grant awarded to Fernando Feliz 
in the early 1800s. In 1858, Elijah 
Duncan purchased this property and 
other acreage from the Rancho. The 
barn, built of virgin redwood planks 
and timbers, has been carefully 
restored by Lenczowski, who points to 
some of the original square nails used 
to build the barn. Inside, winery equip- 
ment replaces the cow stalls. The 
hipped shed, which was once for sheep 
and chickens, is now a temperature 
controlled cellar for barrel aging. 
Lenczowski’s parents bought the 


ranch in 1962 and he’s been coming 
here since he was 6 years old. He lived 
in Berkeley where his father was a pro- 
fessor in international relations, but he 
feels like he grew up on these rolling 
hills next to Feliz Creek under the 
shadow of Duncan Peak. After he and 
Resa, his wife and partner in the win- 
ery, married, he leased the ranch from 
his family in 1982 and planted an acre

Near end of historic campaign, it’s 
Democrats who have high hopes 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Counting down to Election Day, 


Barack Obama appears within reach of becoming the nation’s 
first black president as the epic campaign draws to a close 
against a backdrop of economic crisis and lingering war. John 
McCain, the battle-scarred warrior, holds out hope for a 
Truman-beats-Dewey-style upset. 

Whoever wins, the country’s 44th president will immediate- 
ly confront some of the most difficult economic challenges 
since the Great Depression. 

In that effort, he’ll almost surely be working with a stronger 
Democratic majority in Congress, as well as among governors 
and state legislatures nationwide. GOP incumbents at every 
level are endangered just eight years after President Bush’s 
election ignited talk of lasting Republican Party dominance. 

It’s been an extraordinary campaign of shattered records, 
ceilings and assumptions. Indeed, a race for the ages. 

Democrat Obama has exuded confidence in the campaign’s 
final days, reaching for a triumph of landslide proportions. 

“The die is being cast as we speak,” says campaign manager 
David Plouffe. 
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African-Americans feel joy, caution, hope, 
pride as Obama nears mountaintop 


(AP) - Lula Cooper expects the tears to flow if Barack 
Obama becomes the first black president. But she’s not break- 
ing out the tissues just yet. 

“I cried when I marked my ballot for him. We’ve had such an 
incredible journey to this point,” said the former civil rights 
activist, her voice quavering. “I think he’s going to win, but I 
really am very, very cautious.” 

Like a Hollywood blockbuster whose conclusion feels 
assured but still sets the heart racing, the endgame of this elec- 
tion has gripped black America with a powerful mixture of 
emotions. 

Obama’s potential victory represents a previously unimagin- 
able triumph over centuries of racism. But beneath the hope and 
pride lies fear: of polling inaccuracy, voting chicanery, or the 
type of injustice and violence that have historically stymied 
African-American progress. 

Cooper, 75, experienced the oppression of the 1950s and 
’60s as she was dragged off to jail for protesting segregation in 
Wilmington, Del., where her husband was DuPont’s first black 
chemist. Now living in the Southwest, she said she experienced 
modern politics when her husband lost a recent bid to become 
their city’s first black mayor after the election was switched to 
mail-in ballots rather that polling-place voting. 

So when it comes to Obama, Cooper is “optimistic and hope- 
ful — but experience plays a big part.”

Obama asks supporters to ‘change the 
world;’ John McCain seeks late upset 


SPRINGFIELD, Va. (AP) — Warmed by the cheers of thou- 
sands, John McCain and Barack Obama plunged through the 
final weekend of their marathon race for the White House, the 
Republican digging for an upset while his confident-sounding 
rival told supporters, “We can change this country.” 

“Yes we can,” he added, his slogan across 21 months of cam- 
paigning. 

Both candidates were backed by legions of surrogate cam- 
paigners, door to door canvassers and volunteers at phone banks 
scattered across the country as they made their final rounds 
Saturday in a race that carried a price tag estimated at $2 billion. 

Obama, ahead in the polls, maintained stride despite news 
that an aunt from Kenya, Zeituni Onyango, lives in the U.S. ille- 
gally. The Democratic candidate “has no knowledge of her sta- 
tus but obviously believes that any and all appropriate laws be 
followed,” said a written statement given to The Associated 
Press, which reported the story. Campaign strategist David 
Axelrod added, “I think people are suspicious about stories that 
surface in the last 72 hours of a national campaign.”

SUPERVISORS OPT FOR 80-BED JAIL. Mendocino County 
Board of Supervisors yesterday approved in concept the con- 
struction of a new 80 bed jail to replace the antiquated facility in 
the County Courthouse, and directed staff to submit an applica- 
tion for a $1 million state grant to pay for a portion of the con- 
struction costs. 

The new facility, to be located behind the sheriff’s office on 
Low Gap Road, will consist of a concrete block core building 
with modular steel wings. The RCF Company of Hayward has 
estimated the cost of the structure at $2.2 million. 

Site preparation costs could swell the final price tag to $2.5 
million, according to county Chief Administrative Officer Al 
Beltrami. 

Sheriff deputy Jim Tuso, who has overseen preparation of the 
county’s grant application, said the new jail would take six to 
nine months to build. The modular portions have an expected 
useful life of 30 years, he said. 

The Sheriff’s Department is restricted by a court order and the 
state fire marshal from confining more than 46 prisoners at the 
36-bed facility on the third floor of the courthouse. Although the 
county has long discussed building a new jail, tight finances 
have been a substantial stumbling block.

The only Mendocino County race at stake in tomorrow’s election 
is for the judgeship of the Little Lake Judicial District in Willits. 

Judge Fred S. Foord’s seat is being contested by Fred P. Collins 
of Willits, an insurance broker, and Robert Winslow, a lawyer, of 
Willits. Judge Foord will retire from office at the end of his term. 

In spite of the lack of local issues, an estimated 82 per cent of 
the registered voters are expected to turn out at the polls in this 
county tomorrow in one of the most hotly contested state and dis- 
trict elections in many years. 

County Clerk W. J. “Jim” Broaddus announces that 22,311 vot- 
ers are registered of which 12,893 are Democrats, 8,881 are 
Republicans, 7 are Prohibitionists and 530 have declined to state 
their preference. 

Broaddus said at noon today that 290 of the 602 absentee bal- 
lots mailed have been returned to date. Ballots must be post- 
marked as of Nov. 4 in order to be counted, regardless of where 
mailed.

10 — our parents used to 
fight once in a while, and on 
one particular time it got a 
little rough. While they were 
fighting, Patty tried to pro- 
tect and comfort me. She 
held me close as we hid in 
the bathroom. I remember I 
was crying and she held me 
close and (told) me that 
everything was going to be 
all right. 

Patty and Joan would kid 
around and flirt with some 
of the guys I hung out with, 
usually the ones a little older 
than me. Patty married a 
nice young man Jerry Parks 
from South Charleston, 
Ohio. Patty and I were close, 
but later our sister Linda 
became much closer. I did 
spend the night several 
times with Patty and Jerry. I 
also spent the night with 
Jerry’s brother Dennis. Later 
on as adults we ran around 
together. 

I also remember riding 
with Patty in her car one 
time and thinking what a 
smart and beautiful sister I 
have. Patty and Jerry had 
three children: Brenda, Dale 
and Tracy. After Patty and 
Jerry were married for sev- 
eral years, they both went to 
work for a local dairy com- 
pany, Lawson Dairy. They 
were managers of one of 
their stores and Jerry also 
did some work at the main 
plant. Patty always seemed 
happy to me. Like most 
families, there were some 
problems in their marriage, 
but I don’t believe it was 
anything to worry about. 


In the mid-1960’s, my 
wife and I had a daughter, 
and a month or two later 
Patty had their youngest 
child Tracy, who by the way 
is the youngest survivor of 
Jonestown. It was just a few 
months after that when Patty 
and Jerry attended a little 
church in South Charleston 
that Jerry’s grandfather had 
started several years back. It 
was a Pentecostal church. I 
bring this up because Jimmy 
Jones also preached in a 
Pentecostal church in 
Indiana and he had visited 
their church several times. It 
was around this time they 
started telling us about him. 
My wife and I actually visit- 
ed their church and heard 
Jimmy Jones speak. He 
claimed to have done a heal- 
ing on a child that night we 
were there. I remember him 
having the child brought up 
to the front so he could lay 
his hands on him and then 
he claimed he had removed 
a tumor from some organ 
and the child was healed. 

Patty told us that Jimmy 
Jones had told them that 
God had told him there was 
going to be a nuclear war 
and God wanted him to take 
his church and these folks in 
South Charleston and a few 
other churches to Ukiah in 
northern California. It was a 
little town down in a valley 
where they would be pro- 
tected from fallout, and the 
people there would be the 
people God would start the 
world over with. It sounded 
good. I believe it was just a 
couple of months later that 
most of Jerry’s family — and 
of course Patty — packed up 
and moved to Ukiah. 

Right away Patty wrote 


Mom and told her how 
happy they were and how 
nice it was where they were 
living. Then she let us know 
that we were not to send any 
Christmas gifts because 
Jimmy taught that they 
should all be equal, that no 
one should receive more 
than the other. 

After they moved out 
there, many poor people 
became a part of this group 
and some of them lived in 
bad situations. Patty and 
Jerry were able to get their 
own place, though. Both of 
them had jobs and worked 
hard. 

In the early 70’s I went 
into the ministry and began 
to hear troubling things 
about Jimmy Jones and this 
cult that my sister and her 
family got wrapped up in. 
My mother and my older 
sister both went out to visit 
them, and my mom actually 
lived out there for a while. 
They said it was a little 
weird, that the people treat- 
ed Jimmy Jones as though 
he were God and that they 
heard him say he was the 
Christ. My brother also vis- 
ited while he was in the ser- 
vice, but he didn’t seem to 
understand what was going 
on. 

Jimmy Jones wrote my 
mother after she came home 
and tried to talk her into 
leaving our father and mov- 
ing back out there. This was 
what God wanted her to do, 
Jimmy said. I remember 
reading that letter and point- 
ing out to my mom how 
many times he mentioned 
his name — about 30 — to 
how many times he men- 
tioned God’s name ... — 
once. 


I wrote Patty a number of 
letters telling her what I was 
hearing, but she just said she 
was happier than she had 
ever been and it was not 
really any of my business. 

I was preaching in 
Indiana at this time and then 
moved to a ministry in 
Louisiana. We had heard 
that Patty and her family 
were going to a South 
American country to help 
start a children’s home. And 
then there I was watching 
TV and they broke in and 
told what had happened and 
it was there that I heard the 
horrible news about my sis- 
ter being killed on some 
airstrip and they showed this 
video of people on a wagon 
being pulled by a tractor 
shooting at people trying to 
board the plane. This of 
course is where my sister 
was killed as her youngest 
daughter Tracy stood next to 
her side. Tracy was not hurt 
— and we thank God for that 
— but she did spend several 
days in the jungle hiding 
with others. 

My wife and I recently 
went out to Ukiah to visit 
Patty’s and our family. We 
found that they are still dev- 
astated by what had taken 
place in their lives 30 years 
ago. They never really had 
any closure since Patty’s 
funeral was held before her 
family got back to the 
States. 

Patty was a good person 
and full of love. I know she 
was a good mother but 
somehow this nut Jones 
really had her brainwashed 
at least until they got to 
Jonestown.

40-to-life-plus 8-yr. sentence in Willits killing

A 27-year-old Ukiah man was sen- 
tenced to prison for 40-years-to-life plus 
eight years in the December 2007 killing 
of a 32-year-old Willits man, James 
Redenius. 

Michael Jeffrey Marlin was convicted 
of one count of second-degree murder 
and personal use of a firearm, a second 
count of burglary with personal use of a 
firearm and a third count of possession of 
a firearm by a convicted felon on June 
27, 2008, the District Attorney’s Office 
reported Friday. 


According to the report, Marlin was 
angry with Redenius about a confronta- 
tion Redenius had with Marlin’s mother 
near a Willits bar. It is stated that Marlin’s 
mother had broken up a fight between 
Redenius and another person. 

Three days after the fight, the District 
Attorney’s Office stated, Marlin was at a 
Willits pizza parlor drinking beer when 
witnesses said Marlin used the phrase 
‘kick his ass’ in reference to Redenius. 

On Dec. 16, 2007, Redenius went to 
answer his door, then, following a quick 
argument, he told Marlin ‘to get the hell 


out.’ This was told by Redenius to 
Sheriff's deputies before he died on 
arrival to Howard Memorial Hospital. 

At the door of Redenius’s house, after 
the confrontation, Marlin shot Redenius 
in the chest and then fired five more shots 
at a bedroom where Redenius had retreat- 
ed. 

The DA stated that during the trial, 
Marlin said that Redenius was the first to 
shoot. Witnesses also said Redenius had a 
reputation of violence. Evidence at the 
scene did not support Marlin’s story, the 
DA’s Office stated. 


Eight-year sentence in graduation party stabbing

A 20-year-old Santa Rosa man was 
sentenced to eight years in state prison 
Friday for his involvement in a June 14 
gang-related fight in the 900 block of 
Marlene Street. 

Christian Miguel Mendez was con- 
victed of assault with a deadly weapon or 
by means of force likely to cause great 
bodily injury and that the offense was 
committed for the benefit of or in associ- 
ation with a criminal street gang, a 
District Attorney’s Office report stated. 

Jordan Nunez was one of the victims 
in a large fight following a graduation 
party, the DA’s office stated, and he near- 
ly died from his injuries. It was learned 


that another man who ran had also been 
stabbed. 

In June, Ukiah Police Department offi- 
cers found a car with seven passengers; 
some in the car had blood on them. It was 
determined that two passengers had been 
stabbed. The injured were identified as 
members of the Nortefio gang. 

According to the DA’s Office, the 
investigation revealed that two carloads 
of people arrived at the party. From the 
cars, one man carried a bar and others 
began to attack people at the party. Then 
the attackers drove away, with a bloodied 
knife being thrown from one of the cars. 
The attack was determined to have been 
carried out by Surefio gang members or 


associates of it. They were identified as: 
Mendez, Steven Mendez, Arthur 
Mendez, Jacob Garcia and one juvenile. 

The DA stated that Mendez was the 
one with the knife. At his sentencing he 
said that he was not a gang member, and 
that he had moved on and he denied stab- 
bing anyone. 

Deputy District Attorney Jill Ravish 
stated that Mendez possessed a room and 
a car containing gang items and that ear- 
lier that day he was seen by officers 
flashing a gang sign. 

The others involved are scheduled to 
be sentenced in December.

Police take news photographer’s footage

OAKLAND — Police confiscated video footage Friday 
from an Oakland Tribune photographer who was filming stu- 
dents protesting federal immigration policy. 

Tribune employee Jane Tyska was outside the Fruitvale 
BART station when she was detained and her tape taken away 
by a school police officer, according to the newspaper. 

Oakland Unified School District spokesman Troy Flint said 
officer Art Michel was escorting the protesters, and that the 
officer took the footage as evidence that Tyska was interfering 
with his ability to perform his duties. 

He said the incident began when Tyska ran into Michel’s 
patrol car, scratching the vehicle and bending a side mirror. 

But Tyska told The Oakland Tribune that Michel’s car 
grazed her as she was walking backward. 

She said the officer yelled profanities at her and threatened 
to arrest her. “I immediately identified myself as a photograph- 
er for The Oakland Tribune, showed him my press pass and 
said I was just doing my job,” she told the paper. 

Tyska was eventually released without being cited, accord- 
ing to the newspaper. 

Flint said authorities could still file charges against Tyska. 

“(Michel) took the tape away not out of spite, but as evi- 
dence to document the crime which occured,” Flint said. “His 
feeling was he was cutting her a break by not arresting her.” 

Police are generally not allowed to seize what they think 
could be evidence in a future case without a warrant or sub- 
poena, said Peter Scheer, executive director of the California 
First Amendment Coalition.

“It reduces cost, reduces our damaging impact on the envi- 
ronment, engages inmates as students,” said Eldon Vail, secre- 
tary of the Washington Department of Corrections, which over- 
sees 15 prisons and 18,000 offenders. “It’s good security.” 


Hopes, fears collide in another day 
on NYSE’s trading floor 
NEW YORK (AP) — By the time Jeffrey Frankel got to bed

But in one corner of the trading floor, brokers for Stuart 
Frankel & Co. had been at their stations for more than 2 1/2 
hours. Frankel, president of the company founded by his father, 
had been on the floor since 8, working the phones, swigging 
coffee, “trying to get ready for what seems to be getting 
whacked in the head every day.” 


Chrysler may run out of pavement before 
it comes up with another big seller 


DETROIT (AP) — In crises past, Chrysler has somehow 
managed to stamp out a blockbuster hit vehicle to pull itself 
away from the cliff’s edge. But as it faces a possible sale to 
another automaker and what may be the most serious problems 
in its 83-year history, industry analysts say there’s nothing in 
the current product portfolio that looks like a savior. 

Chrysler’s U.S. sales are down 25 percent through 
September, the worst decline of any major automaker. Losses 
are mounting: well over $1 billion for the first half of the year. 


Things are so bad that Chrysler LLC wants to shed a quarter of 
its salaried work force, and its owner, Cerberus Capital 
Management LP, is talking with General Motors Corp. and oth- 
ers about a sale. 

Of Chrysler’s 26 models on sale in both 2007 and 2008, only 
four have sold more this year than last, and three of those are 
small-volume niche vehicles such as the Dodge Viper. The com- 
pany’s market share has dwindled from 16.2 percent in 1996 to 
11 percent this year, according to Ward’s AutoInfoBank. 

Analysts say there are no cutting-edge designs or potential 
big sellers in sight to rescue the maker of the Chrysler, Dodge 
and Jeep brands. 


Fox cancels long-running ‘King of the 
Hill’; renews ‘American Dad’ for year

at Fox, which is canceling the long-running animated comedy. 

Final episodes of the half-hour series, now in its 13th year, 
likely will air during the 2009-10 season, Fox said Friday.

Asphalt plant not needed 

To the Editor: 

As one of only two people present Tuesday, Oct. 
21 to comment on the Consent Calendar- specifically, 
Item 18 which pertained to a request for an additional 
$ 57,270.00 for the Harris Quarry Environmental 
Health Impact report- I would like to give my first 
hand account and personal impressions of a meeting 
that might normally be a routine passage of a large 
collection of consent items passed together to save 
time. Controversies can sometimes detour “business 
as usual,” and did so this day. 

It’s time to clear the air. 

First, a little background. The Harris Quarry 
Expansion Project is a quest to change zoning laws 
and thereby further seek permission to expand the 
quarry to include an asphalt manufacturing plant and 
a cement batch plant. The objectives, if approved by 
the Mendocino County Board of Supervisors, will 
also “pave the way” for more zoning changes and 
more plants throughout Mendocino County. These are 
the facts. Also indisputable is the fact that this plant, 
and all future plants will spew thousands of tons of 
toxic pollutants into the air, including the dumping of 
30,000 pounds of toxic volatile organic compounds 
and polycyclic aromatic hydrocarbons into the atmos- 
phere with no intention of using best available tech- 
nology which has been available for 40 years -- 
which could be judged by some as the best but not 
necessarily good. Some pollutants will migrate, with 
rain, into underground water supplies. Polluted water 
and air know no boundaries. Can anyone forget the 
smoke from the recent fires, that would hang on for 
days, often coming from distances unknown? Special 
weather phenomena common to this area, along with 
the topography collected and concentrated the effects. 
Do you remember how good it felt when you were 
finally able to get a refreshingly clean breath of fresh 
air? This is what this battle is about. 

The decisions made and the votes cast on this mat- 
ter will affect us all for generations -- they are

ow to the controversies: Normally this writer 


would never notice an obscure listing lost in a packed 
agenda, hiding harmlessly in cyberspace -- but this 
day I did. More importantly, I accidentally happened 
upon another document entitled: “Bid Proposal For 
Additional Services.” Who reads stuff like this ? But I 
did. Bottom line, this was a request for more money 
by Leonard Charles and Associates to continue analy- 
sis on a process called an “Environmental Impact 
Report,” -- related to the Harris Quarry project. The 
additional monies were being requested by the con- 
sultant for analysis that would be required to assess 
new revelations (requests) by the applicant (owner) of 
the quarry, which included more generators, more 
trucks, heavy equipment changes and a request to 
widen Highway 101, presumably to accommodate the 
additional massive truck traffic. There were other 
requests as well -- all seemingly “moving the goal 
posts” at the last minute. The most notable entry in 
this nine page document for this writer was Leonard 
Charles’ statement: “The County informed LCA that 
they wanted to conduct a hearing to consider certify- 
ing their EIR on Dec. 16, 2008.” Controversy: 
Leonard Charles, in the document, requested 10 
weeks to do the additional work and indicated pres- 
sure from the County to do it in 7.5 weeks for the 
purpose of making the Dec. 16 deadline for certifica- 
tion (passage) of the EIR. Absent extreme measures 
such as lawsuits, this is tantamount to approving the 
project. Charles further observed that there could be 


legal hurdles with such forced timing. 
The ugly gorilla in this Board Room was “Why 


such insistence on the date of Dec. 16?” It was obvi- 
ous to some that focus on this date could be more 
than coincidental, especially since the contractor, 
Leonard Charles and Associates was being pulled, 


kicking and screaming, to agree to such a timetable. 
Then the inevitable, perhaps forbidden, comment 


was shouted out loud from one of the only two citizen 
speakers present: “It is for others to conclude whether 
or not this frenetic push for approval relates to possi- 
ble election changes forthcoming -- but it does beg 
for scrutiny.” Other remarks were made but this par- 
ticular “heresy” seemed to touch a very sensitive 
nerve among Board Supervisors Pinches, 
Wattenburger, and Delbar. Their responses were polite 
but certainly indignant -- but none as seemingly 
heartfelt as the wounded indignation of Mr. 


Wattenburger. : : 
This writer’s response to this gentleman is the fol- 


lowing: First, public servants are too often under 
appreciated, overworked and subject to unfair analy- 
sis. That said, another unfortunate reality is that 
power placed into the hands of 5 people for a matter 
as profoundly important as the air we breathe and the 
water we drink over the next 100 years should be 


closely scrutinized. : ; 
In my opinion, we don’t need this expansion. 


Industry analysts have stated this County already has 
enough asphalt plants as they are currently operating 
at only about 25 percent of capacity. It has been sug- 
gested that such a plant, if approved, might be able to 
export their product by railroad, via the Petaluma 
ports, from Mendocino to the rapidly developing 
Counties of Marin, Sonoma, and Napa whose leader- 
ship might prohibit or discourage such polluting 
industry in their own back yard. This would effective- 
ly render Mendocino County a dumping grounds, (air 
and water) while the owners enjoy riches and retire- 
ment elsewhere. If this doesn’t get you angry, its time 
to check the pulse.

Not only can it save money; it 
also provides the satisfaction 
that comes from doing the 
job. And if someone decides 
to call in an expert, knowing 
how a job is done can make 
for a smarter consumer. 

WHERE TO LOOK 

e Take a course. 
Community centers, colleges, 
libraries and other local orga- 
nizations offer adult-educa- 
tion courses free or at low 
cost. 

e Check out a manual. 
Sometime it’s possible to 
learn how to fix a product by 
reading the instructions that 
came with it. For example, a 
vehicle’s owner’s manual 
probably explains how to 
check the oil and other fluids 
and replace fuses.

And many online do-it-your- 
self sites are supported by 
advertising, so be prepared for 
the marketing pitches. 

Gather as many do-it-your- 
self resources as possible for 
each project, and compare 
steps, photos, illustrations and 
other details. Users should 
review the procedures to 
determine whether the project 
matches their experience, time 
and patience. Finally, be sure 
to have the right tools, and 
check out safety precautions, 
especially if working around 
electricity or machinery. 

Anyone who reaches a 
roadblock in the project can 
ask for advice on a forum. But 
people shouldn’t be shy about 
turning to a pro if they find 
themselves in over their head.

(HELOC). So just because you already 
have a HELOC in place doesn’t mean it 
will be available when you need it. 

2) Make sure you’ve provided for your 
family. This means owning the proper 
amount and type of insurance -- life,

health, long-term care, disability, auto, 
home and liability. Insurance protects us 
from the adverse economic impact 
caused by a loss. We can’t often predict 
when or how a loss can come, but we can 
plan for the possibility. 

3) Start or continue contributions to 
your retirement plan at work. Invest in a 
highly diversified manner, and avoid the 
stock of your employer -- advice employ- 
ees at Fannie Mae, Freddie Mae, AIG, 
Lehman Brothers and Bear Stearns now 
wish they had followed. Even though 
stock prices are down now, history tells 
us that they will eventually rise. Consider 
the current slump as an opportunity to 
buy “on sale.” 

4) Get a big mortgage. Interest rates 
are declining -- a happy side effect of 
economic weakness -- so now’s the time 
to convert home equity into a liquid 
resource. Having your home paid for 
doesn’t mean you'll be able to pay for 
food, medical bills or utilities if you lose 
your job. A mortgage allows you to take 
the cash out of your home before you 
need it so you'll be better able to handle 
a crisis if it strikes.

There are several 
life-insurance policies that she took out 
years ago, but with her diminished mem- 
ory loss, she can’t help locate them. We 
want to make sure that the policies are 
current. Is there any way to glean this 
information from the state (or anywhere 
else)? Unfortunately, we don’t live in the 
same state, so we don’t have access to her 
files -- M.S., Exton, Pa. 

DEAR M.S.: I know of no state 
depository that could provide this infor- 
mation. You are going to have to travel to 
her house and search through her records. 
With her diminished capacity, even if her 
record keeping is less than thorough, 
hopefully she kept up with the payments. 
In the absence of that, the only other 
place to look is the escheat division in her 
state. It may well be that the policy was 
considered abandoned and turned over to 
the state for its use. If you can prove your 
right to the monies, the original balances 
will be turned over to you. 

DEAR BRUCE: I have a neighbor 
that has been exceptionally kind to me 
over the years. There is no reason to go

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into a lot of detail, but suffice it to say, 


she has made my life much more pleas- 
ant. I wish to remember her in my will, 
but my husband tells me that it is illegal 
to leave money to anyone outside of your 
spouse if the spouse is still living. Can 
this be true? -- Reader, via e-mail 

DEAR READER: Nothing could be 
further from the truth. In most states, you 
are obliged to leave at least one-third of 
your assets to your spouse, but what you 
do with the rest is entirely up to you. If 
you want to leave one-third to your pet 
sitter or hairdresser or a kind friend, you 
can. Again, it is important to have a com- 
petent attorney draw up the will in con- 
formance with state laws, reflecting your 
wishes. 

DEAR BRUCE: I have seen will kits 
advertised for just a few dollars. In fact, 


estate planning, and make sure your will, 
trust and other legal documents are cur- 
rent and complete. 

6) Stay in touch. Get a good adviser 
and keep him or her informed about how 
you’re doing, and check in whenever you 
face an unusual financial situation. 

7) Be realistic. Although we have 
many good reasons to be highly opti- 
mistic, there’s no denying that our nation 
faces serious problems. Aside from the 
financial uncertainties of the moment, 
there’s the war, along with threats of ter- 
rorism, bird flu and global warming.

Putting a lid on it 


DEAR SARA: How do you arrange in drawers those 
many plastic containers and lids? They take up so much room 
and are hard to “match” up when you need them. -- Vickie E., 
New York 

DEAR VICKIE E.: I don’t have a good solution for orga- 
nizing lids in drawers. A drawer is a solution more than a 
problem for me. Some of mine are stored in a deep cabinet 
drawer that’s located under my wall oven. I keep cookware 
lids that I don’t use as often inside of my giant stockpot. I do 
have some additional suggestions for lids that might other- 
wise be shoved into cabinets. 

e Place a dish rack in your cabinet and simply place lids 
standing up to have easy access to them. 

e Use a tension rod, place it from front to back in the cab- 
inet, and tuck lids between the rod and the wall of the cabi- 
net. 

e You can hang a towel rack and slide cookware lids 
behind it if your lids have large enough handles, so they don’t 
slip through. 

Thinner plastic lids can go directly on their containers, or 
you can organize them vertically in a magazine rack or mail 
sorter. You can make a magazine rack from a large cereal box 
by cutting it on a diagonal on both sides and sort lids by size. 
As for the plastic containers, I nest some of them and stack 
the others. Square and rectangle containers are much easier 
to organize. 

DEAR SARA: What do you consider the most durable, 
cleanable and reasonably priced fabric for sofas and chairs 
for a family-room setting? I’ve had beige leather, which is 
almost impossible to clean, and rough fabrics that pill after a 
few years. Thanks. -- Carol, e-mail 

DEAR CAROL: I have four kids under the age of 9. Our 
couch and love seat are olive green in color and ribbed che- 
nille fabric. We’ve had the set for just shy of eight years, and 
it’s just starting to show a little wear on one cushion cover. 
This is after years of sticky fingers, spilled drinks, climbing, 
lounging, accidents, illness and pets, etc. Read: heavy use. 
Each cushion has a cover that unzips and can be washed. I 
steam cleaned the rest on a regular basis. Others might dis- 
agree with choosing this fabric, but I’m surprised at how well 
it has held up. I plan to use slipcovers and then reupholster 
later. The brand we bought was Broyhill. I’d buy this type of 
fabric again, with microfiber or washed denim slipcovers. 

DEAR SARA: I saw an ad at freecycle.org. Here it is: “I 
cleaned out a friend’s pantry, and have about 12 plastic shop- 
ping bags of food: cans, boxes, jars and most of it is outdat- 
ed, up to two years expired, but none of it is in bad condition. 
There are beans, soups, pasta, sauces, baking and some spe- 
cialty items, but nothing really weird. If you can take it all 
and are willing to try most of it or pass it on, please reply.” I 
am tempted, but do not want to make my family sick. Would 
this food be OK? -- Janis, Maine 

DEAR JANIS: The ad makes me wonder why they aren’t 
taking the food if it’s any good. Expiration dates on food are 
different than sell by, best before and various other dates. An 
expiration date is just that. It’s considered spoiled after that 
date. Of course, many people consume it anyway, but I don’t 
suggest it unless you want to risk food poisoning. Going by 
the types of products the ad mentions, it seems most would 
have best-before dates. Best-before dates mean that the prod- 
uct’s best quality, flavor and nutrients is before the stated 
date, but isn’t immediately spoiled after the date. It’s a qual- 
ity issue. Your safety isn’t at risk. Simply check for bulging 
or dented cans, and inspect the remaining food packaging. 
You have to use your own judgment on whether you feel 
comfortable eating it. But nothing is lost by picking it up, 
since it’s free.

figures adjusted for inflation so this 
measures your ability to buy real things. 

In one year, 2004, during the time 
President Bush was in office, the income 
was down $1,892 from what it was the 
last year of the Clinton administration. 
From the end of 2000 when Bush came 
to office until the end of 2007, the 
income was down, on average, about 
$1,000 per year. For his 8 years in 
office, it cost us $8,000 in income. 

From the beginning to the end of the 
Clinton administration, income 
increased on average, about $3,000 per 
year.

Alaska Senator Ted Stevens was convicted 
this week on something like corruption charges 
for accepting more than $250,000 in renova- 
tions on his vacation home. That’s “something 
like” corruption charges because he was not 
actually accused of taking a bribe or doing 
someone a favor -- it was more like “failure to 
fill out the proper financial disclosure forms” 
or some such. 

Republican presidential candidate John 
McCain, to his credit, has called for Stevens to 
resign from his seat and abandon his campaign, 
but Stevens is having none of that. And so, Sen. 
Stevens is still on the ballot next week, seeking 
to be reelected to something like his 43rd con- 
secutive term as a U.S. Senator from Alaska -- 
and it’s a close call whether, felony conviction 
or not, Alaskans will vote Stevens out. 

Now, there hasn’t been a Democrat elected 
to Congress from Alaska since Mike Gravel, 
whom some folks might remember as a white- 
haired, wizened fellow who ran a shoe-string 
campaign last year to become the Democratic 
nominee for president. It was most noteworthy 
for releasing some peculiar campaign videos. 
(In one, Gravel stares into the camera at close 
range for about ten minutes, then walks slowly 
away from the camera along a lake shore, 
pausing to heave a big rock into the water.) 


Judicial follies

Gravel, who is nearly 80, was still a dark- 
haired young man when last he was in the 
Senate. 

Because of Alaskan antipathy to electing 
anything like a Democrat to Congress, howev- 
er, Stevens might still eke out a win next 
Tuesday, which would be a bit of an embar- 
rassment. He won’t legally be able to vote for 
himself, own a firearm, or be licensed for a lot 
of professions -- but he can still serve in the 
United States Senate! The only recourse 
against him would be that his fellow senators, 
by a two-thirds margin, can vote to expel him 
from that august body. 

If they do, there’s an interesting quirk in 
Alaska’s law. The State’s Governor -- none 
other than current vice-presidential candidate 
Sarah Palin -- can then appoint Stevens’ inter- 
im replacement, after which Alaska law pro- 
vides for a special election 90 days later. 
There’s already speculation that if Gov. Palin 


herself is defeated for vice-president on 
Tuesday, she might appoint herself to the 
Senate if Stevens gets reelected but is then 
expelled from that body. 

It certainly would be a tempting move; if 
nothing else, Palin has made it clear that she 
wants to be a political force in years to come. 
Unlike going back to the obscurity of govern- 
ing a state of only 600,000 people nearly 1,000 
miles from the rest of the U.S., a Senate seat 
would provide her with both ongoing national 
press coverage and a chance to brush up on that 
national policy stuff she seemed to lack during 
many of her encounters with reporters. 

Of course, appointing yourself to a different 
office does raise some awkward problems. Do 
you call yourself up and thank yourself? Do 
you assure the governor who appointed you 
that she’s picked the right person for the job? 
Do you promise yourself that you’ll do every- 
thing in your power to be the kind of senator 
who’ll make the person who appointed you 
proud? 

But while appointing herself to the Senate 
might be a “maverick-y” move, Gov. Palin 
should take a lesson from, ironically, another 
vice-presidential pick a generation ago. In 
1976, Jimmy Carter chose Minnesota Sen. 
Walter Mondale as his running mate. Mondale

resigned from the Senate. 

Minnesota’s governor, Wendell Anderson, 
decided that he, too, would like to get out of 
state politics in a cold, northern climate and 
make the leap to national politics as Mondale’s 
successor. So Anderson cut a deal with the 
lieutenant governor, a fellow named Rudy 
Perpich, to appoint Anderson to the Senate as 
soon as Anderson resigned to make Perpich the 
governor. 

The voters of Minnesota thought so highly 
of this arrangement that, two years later when 
Anderson was up for election to a full term in 
the Senate, they not only voted out Anderson, 
but also voted out former Lt. Gov. Perpich, 
who had happily moved up to the governorship 
in exchange for appointing his predecessor to 
the Senate. So, by taking the “golden opportu- 
nity” to appoint himself to higher office, 
Wendell Anderson instead effectively ended 
his political career. 

And if the dominos fall in the right way to 
allow Gov. Palin to appoint herself, she should 
think long and hard about appointing herself to 
the Senate -- and study the case of Wendell 
Anderson -- especially because she’ll have to 
face another election only 90 days later.

Wildcat fans wondered how 
the ‘Cats would respond 
after their last-minute devas- 
tating loss to Rancho Cotate.

Faking a punt, the Carrillo 
ran and made the first down 
by inches. With 51.8 seconds 
remaining, the Pumas took a 
timeout. They almost made 
the most of that scant amount 
of time, running nine more 
plays. As time expired an 
attempted 43-yard field goal 
was blocked by Junior Villa. 

For the half, Edwards, 
Cokely and Ronnie Green 
each had four tackles. On 
offense, Morris completed 
ten of 16 passes for 167 
yards. Hernandez carried 
nine times for a hard-fought 
92 yards. Mayfield caught 
four balls for 100 yards. 

Trailing 20-7 beginning 
the third quarter, the Pumas 
were quickly stymied by big 
defensive plays by Pinnegar 
and Hernandez. 

Ukiah’s first drive of the 


second half started on their 
on 32-yard line. Exhibiting a 
powerful running game, con- 
trolling the clock and the line 
of scrimmage, highlighted by 
six running plays by 
Hernandez, breaking numer- 
ous tackles, the ‘Cats scored 
on a one-yard dive by 
Hernandez who also added 
the two-point conversion.

On Saturday night, the 
Potter Valley Bearcats hosted

In the meantime, the 
Bearcats offense went to a 
ball-control strategy, scoring 
one more touchdown in the 
second half, plus a one-point 
PAT kick by Dustin Scott, to 
give the Bearcats a 31-0 lead. 

Late in the game, with 
Potter Valley substituting 
players, Calistoga scored a 
late touchdown to avoid being 
shut out. The final score was 
31-6, Bearcats, improving 


their record to 8-0-1. They 
remained tied with Rincon 
Valley for first place.

championship. 
Between games, the 
Homecoming ceremonies 


were held with the royalty and 
court being introduced to the 
crowd. The Homecoming 
King and Queen candidates 
were Michael Moore and 
Faith Floyd, Cody Shepard 
and Lauren Johnson, Kevin 
Corcoran and Alisha 
Jaramillo, and Matthew 
Moore and Dawny Lee. The 
Homecoming Court Princess 
and Escort pairs were, for the 
Junior Class, Marissa Lawson 
and Steven Giuntini, for the 
Sophomores, Mariel Johnson 
and Bryce Jacquet, and for the 
Freshman, Emily Eddie and 
Robbie Scroggin. At the end 
of the introductions, the 2008 
Homecoming King and Queen 
crowns were bestowed upon 
Matthew Moore and Dawny 
Lee. It was then announced 
that the Senior Class had won 
the spirit award. 

Following the 
Homecoming festivities, the 
second football game of the 
evening was played, the 
Bearcat varsity against the 
Calistoga varsity. Eying the 
teams as they warmed up 
before the game, it was appar- 
ent that the visiting Wildcats 
had an advantage in both 
number of players and size of 
players. Overall, the Calistoga 
players were larger and there 
were more of them. Those 
advantages are not any guar- 
antee of success, but often 
they can influence the out- 
come of a game in its latter 
stages as the larger team with 
more players could wear 
down the other team. 

Potter Valley returned the 
opening kickoff out to good 
field position at its own 45- 
yard line. On a fourth-and- 
two, Quarterback Micheal 
Moore kept the ball on a run 
that came up short of a first 
down by about two inches at 
the Calistoga 36-yard line. 
But on Calistoga’s first play, 
the snap was fumbled with 
Bearcats recovering at the 
Calistoga 42-yard line. 

On first down, a long pass, 
with a potential for a touch- 
down, fell just out of reach of 
the receiver. The Bearcats 
were unable to advance the 
ball after three more downs, 
turning the ball over at the 


Wildcat 36. Calistoga was 
able to move the ball deep into 
Bearcat territory, aided by a 
non-fumble call ruled an 
incomplete shovel pass. It had 
appeared that the Bearcats had 
recovered a fumble. After 
working the ball down to the 
Bearcat 5-yard line, a good 
stand by the Calistoga defense 
and a holding penalty forced 
the Wildcats to settle for a 29- 
yard field goal, making the 
score 3-0 in their favor. 

On the ensuing kickoff, 
once again. the Bearcats got a 
great return out to their 40- 
yard line. On second down, a 
Bearcat receiver broke into 
the open, at least ten yards 
from any defender. However, 
the pass sailed just beyond his 
reach. Had pass been com- 
pleted, it likely would have 
gone for a Bearcat touch- 
down . The Bearcats then had 
to punt the ball away on fourth 
down. 

The Wildcats drove down 
to the Potter Valley 26-yard 
line, but fumbled with the 
Wildcat’s recovering. After 
both teams were unable to 
move the ball, the Bearcats 
put together a drive late in the 
second quarter, reaching the 
Calistoga five-yard line. Two 
runs and an incomplete pass 
left a fourth down. On fourth 
down with 18 seconds left on 
the clock, a pass was complet- 
ed but only to seven-yard line. 
Calistoga took over and ran 
out the clock. 

At the start of the third 
quarter, it looked like 
Calistoga had scored ona 41- 
yard run, but it was wiped out 
by a holding penalty. 
Calistoga was subsequently 
forced to punt, but a penalty 
on the Bearcats while the ball 
was in the air gave the ball 
back to the Wildcats. They 
moved down near the Potter 
Valley goal, ultimately scor- 
ing on an eight-yard run. The 
PAT was good, upping the 
Calistoga lead to 10-0 with 
4:40 left in the third quarter. 

Each team’s defense held 
on the next two possessions. 
On a Calistoga punt, Bearcat 
returner Wyatt Mathews, who 
did a great job all night on 
kickoff and punt returns, as 
well as runs from scrimmage, 
brought the ball all the way 
back to the Calistoga 25-yard 
line. However, after moving 
the ball to the 15, the drive 
stalled, Potter Valley giving 
the ball up on downs at 11:13 
of the fourth quarter.

and numbers, advanced the 
ball downfield. On a first and 
ten at the Potter Valley 48- 
yard line, a Wildcat ball carri- 
er broke a 48-yard run for a 
touchdown with 9:40 left in 
the game. The PAT was no 
good leaving the score 16-0, 
Calistoga. 

Another good return by 
Mathews gave the ball to the 
Bearcats at their 45-yard line.

To the Editor: 

Mendocino County politics made us the most indebted 
County per capita in California. Our politics are broken. 

In 1996 the County of Mendocino’s total long term debt 
was $76 million. Today it’s $315 million. Annual debt pay- 
ments grew from $3.5 million to $15 million. In 1996 debt 
payments were 25 percent of the County’s portion of our prop- 
erty taxes. Today they’re nearly 60 percent. 

County Debt will extract one-half billion dollars from our 
local economy over the next 25 years. Not one dime’s worth 
of service or investment will come from that money - it’s 
gone! County officials put the debt off as far into the future as 
possible. They ran from core problems. They didn’t report 
$250 million in true expenses and debt. They worried far more 
about their next elections than about telling the people the 
truth. They pounded on political “hot buttons” hoping the 
noise would keep voters from noticing the debt. Way too 
often, it worked. 

John McCowen is the exact opposite. 

I've watched John McCowen for years perform his duties 
on the Ukiah City Council and as an alternate member of the 
Local Agency Formation Commission (LAFCO). No one in 
local government works harder than John. He identifies the 
hidden unspoken issues that everyone else avoids or doesn’t 
see. John doesn't run away from the big problems - he con- 
fronts them.

that fourth day they found us 
and he must have been young 
because he must have been 
60-ish and he was all ‘I 
remember you. You were very 
sick, very sick girl.’ And I 
was.” 

Diaz and her family, which 
also included her sister 
Brenda, her brother Dale, her 
grandmother Edith and her 
father, Gerald, followed Jones 
from their former base in 
Indianapolis to Ukiah in 1966, 
when Tracy was 6 weeks old. 

“T was born in Ohio,” she 
said. “My father, I think he 
said his first job was at 
Masonite.” 

Diaz said Jones wasn’t 
always the monster others had 
made him out to be in the 
years since the incident. 

“Everybody tells the story 
different depending on what 
news Station is telling it,” she 
said. “He was a good man in 
the beginning. He was doing 
good things for people, espe- 
cially blacks. People were 
treating blacks pretty bad. He 
would take them in and 
promised them an education.” 

Diaz said it was her mother 
who was the devout member 
of the church in her family. 

“Jim Jones hated my dad,” 
she said. “He knew because 
Dad would not bow down like 
everyone else did in the 
church. My mom I think had a 
lot more fear than we even 
anticipated because my dad 
wouldn’t go to the meetings 
and she would take my sister 
and I out there...My sister 
was six years older than me 
and all the way there she 
would be crying and begging 
us to not take us and drop us 
off at these meetings and her 
and dad would always have to 
work. So, they got us out of 
some of them, but not all of 
them.” 

Diaz said she had doubts 
about the group and especially 
Jones, who was purported to 
have God-like powers, from a 
young age. 

“I remember not liking it at 
6 and 7 years old,” she said. 
“That’s when I started think- 
ing ‘why are we doing this?’ I 
do know that once the beat- 
ings started happening I 
would sit there and look at the 
adults and think ‘you people 
can’t think this is OK.’ But in 
this era you don’t talk back to 
your parents... That was a dif- 
ferent day and age. The weird 
thing is, even as a child I knew 
he wasn’t God, but I thought 
he was a part of God. I think 
he got power hungry.” 

As public scrutiny mount- 
ed, Jones and his followers, 
including the Parks family, 
moved from their Northern 
California base to a newly 
constructed settlement in 
South America dubbed the 
“Peoples Temple Agricultural 
Project” in 1978. 

“Tt turned out to be hell on 
earth,” she said. “Once we 
were there it just finally sunk 
in and I said ‘oh my God, I’m 
going to die here.’ We could- 
n’t really get caught talking to 
each other. Because they knew 
if you did that you would be 
planning something.” 

Diaz said that although the 
intentional community was 
advertised as a self-sustain- 
able jungle paradise, that 
couldn’t have been further 
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from the truth. 

“My breakfast consisted of 
rice and milk with bugs in it,” 
she said. “And I joke today 
that that’s how I got my pro- 
tein. We were just severely 
malnourished. We found out 
later it was the rice they fed to 
the hogs. They would test you 
periodically...You had to 
know Chinese, Russian. You 
had to teach yourself these 
things. If they asked you 
something when you were line 
for food and you didn’t know 
the answer you’d get turned 
away. It was a constant fear, 
exhaustion to keep you from 
rebelling and keep you more 
able to brainwash, keep you 
pretty sedate.” 

On Nov. 17, 1978, a dele- 
gation which included con- 
cerned relatives, government 
officials, including Rep. Leo 
Ryan and future 
Congresswoman Jackie 
Speier, and members of the 
media arrived in Jonestown to 
investigate charges of abuse 
and kidnapping. 

“I remember my dad prep- 
ping me mentally for the 
escape through the jungle at 
least a few weeks before it 
ever happened because we 
knew they were coming from 
the States,” she said. “They 
started drilling you and threat- 
ening you and saying ‘you 
better not get out of hand and 
tell anyone anything.’ So I 
remember all those meetings. 
We had to go to meetings 
every night.” 

Diaz said it was during this 
visit that her grandmother 
Edith informed the congress- 
man that they were being held 
against their will. 

“I was working in the bak- 
ery on the day that Dad was 
planning to escape,” she said. 
“We were baking cookies and 
things and cakes for the con- 
gressman. We were going to 
have a feast that day. I was in 
heaven. I was thinking ‘Oh 
my God, I’m going to get 
good food and chicken.’ My 
dad said ‘I’ll come in for you 
when I’m ready.’...My grand- 
mother had run up to the con- 
gressman. They tried to say 
she was insane. And they were 
like ‘do you mean to say you 
can’t leave here?’ I knew at 
that point it was over because 
we had been doing suicide 
drills.” 

Diaz said Jones was partic- 
ularly distraught at the poten- 
tial exit of some of the 
longest-serving members in 
the church and offered Gerald 
Parks $5,000 and a passport to 
stay at least until the group 
left. 

“I remember Leo Ryan and 
Jackie Speier walked us back 
to our cabins to get a few 
things, which we shouldn’t 
have done because it gave 
them time to regroup,” she 
said. 

Shortly before the delega- 
tion departed for the airstrip, 
Jones loyalist Larry Layton 
demanded to join the group. 
Several Jonestown defectors 


voiced their suspicions about 
Layton’s motives. 

“They were searching 
Larry Layton,” she said. “We 
all thought it was odd because 
he was one of the most loyal 
to Jim Jones. They searched 
him for a gun and they didn’t 
find anything, but then he had 
a gun on the plane.” 

Just as the Cessna taxied to 
the far end of the airstrip, 
Layton produced a gun and 
started shooting at the passen- 
gers. 

“He shot the two people in 
front of us,” she said. “Then 
he pointed the gun at my 
brother’s chest. There was an 
explosion and his hand flew 
up and hit me in the face, but 
the bullet didn’t come out of 
the gun. No one could figure 
out how it happened. Then my 
brother started wrestling Larry 
Layton. Then Larry Layton 
was trying to keep me on the 
plane. I got loose and God 
must have given me wings 
that day because I don’t think 
my feet hit the ground.” 

Diaz said the pilot then 
attempted to take off, but the 
plane was so riddled with bul- 
lets it was unable to fly. 

“They had thrown my 
mom’s body off the plane,” 
she said. “My dad said ‘you 
can’t leave, that’s my daugh- 
ter’ and they said ‘we’re not 
going anywhere.’ I remember 
seeing her head and every- 
thing shot off in the back. I 
was just a wreck mentally. I 
don’t think I said maybe three 
words that day. My dad said 
‘Go. Run and hide. They’re 
going to come back to finish 
us off.’ So we ran so far that 
we were lost for three days 
and three nights.” 

Diaz said the small group 
that escaped the massacre 
spent the next three days wan- 
dering lost in the jungle, 
unable to find help. 

“Tommy Bouge and his 
two sisters were in the jungle 
with us,” she said. “He was 
the one who got us lost farther. 
He was just hallucinating. He 
had been shot in the leg. He 
tells people that he got every- 
body out of there. My sister is 
the one who got us out. That 
third day I was so weak. I 
knew my mom was dead. I 
thought my dad was. We 
thought they were all gone. 
We were all laying around 
sick and she said ‘do you hear 
that music?’ And there was no 
music anywhere, but she fol- 
lowed this music sound. We 
were on the river and we fol- 
lowed the river because we 
knew the river was near the 
airstrip. And later they came 
up on the boats and found us.” 

Once the news of the slay- 
ings at the airstrip reached 
those in Jonestown, Jones 
called a meeting that ended 
with 909 temple members, 
starting with children and the 
elderly, being either poisoned 
with grape Flavor-Aid mixed 
with cyanide and other poi- 
sons or else shot as they 
attempted to escape death. 
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“I think it was more suicide 
than murder,” she said. “They 
thought they were dying for a 
cause and a purpose. There 
were also a lot of people who 
were scared who had nothing 
to come back to. I don’t know 
how I’d break it down per- 
centage-wise 60/40, 70/30 
something like that.” 

Diaz said it took her until 
years after the incident to cen- 
ter her own beliefs about God. 

“Right after, I hated God; I 
hated him,” she said. “After I 
had my first daughter I knew 
it was time to stop blaming 
God. But I am spiritual now. I 
will never ever be religious.” 

Rebecca Moore is a profes- 
sor in Religious Studies at San 
Diego State University and 
one of the editors of “Peoples 
Temple and Black Religion in 
America.” 

Moore is the site manager 
of The Jonestown Institute 
Web site and appeared in the 
2007 documentary 
“Jonestown - The Life & 
Death of Peoples Temple.” 

Moore said survivors of 
Jonestown and incidents like 
it view organized religion in 
their own, separate ways in 
the following years. 

“I think there is a real vari- 
ety of opinion in survivors,” 
she said. “Some people have 
engaged in Christianity. Some 
get involved in the New Age 
movement. Others reject reli- 
gion entirely.” 

Moore said some survivors 
found it important to com- 
mune with those who lived 
through similar situations. 

“T think it’s been very diffi- 
cult for survivors,” she said. 


“There was a great stigma 
attached to Jonestown. A cou- 
ple of things have helped sur- 
vivors: reconnecting with 
each other. Some have found 
strength in religious commit- 
ments. I think what’s really 
helped is talking about their 
experiences with people. I 
don’t know that people can 
reconnect immediately. It 
takes time to heal. Even peo- 
ple who didn’t like each other 
back in 1978 - that’s because 
they have a common loss. 
They actually have a lot in 
common.” 

Diaz said it was a long time 
before she could confront her 
own anger with those around 
her responsible for involving 
her with the group. 

“I’m a real strong, spirited 
person,” she said. “I always 
wanted my mother to be proud 
of me. To tell you the truth, 
the hardest thing for me to do, 
and I think I was 31 at the 
time, was that once I got to a 
certain age I said I was ready 
to confront my feelings. It 
takes a lot in order to be angry 
at your dead mother. I said to 
my dad ‘I’m tired of you 
blaming yourself. Where was 
the motherly protective 
instincts?’ I am getting it out. 
I’m not stuffing it down. That 
was when my healing began.” 

Diaz said it was important 
for her to make the trip so that 
she could begin putting some 
of her feelings to rest. 

“The memorial was so 
hard, harder than I thought,” 
she said. “Now since I’ve 
been back, the nightmares are 
back. But you have to face it. I 
didn’t realize that it was going

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to hit me as hard as it did. 
CNN let me buy this big thing 
that said ‘MOM’. My dad 
gave me seven little angels for 
each of us who tried to leave 
that day.” 

Diaz said she surprised her- 
self when she was asked why 
she had decided to revisit the 
location. 

“I stayed grounded on the 
airstrip,” she said. “Where I 
spaced out and went outside 
of myself was when we went 
to Jonestown. I was not OK. 
(Soledad O’Brien) asked why 
I had to come all this way. I 
said ‘I had to see for myself 
that he was gone.’ And I didn’t 
want to say that. And then I 
thought ‘maybe that is what I 
needed and I just didn’t know 
it.’ I lost a lot of other family 
members there. It was painful. 
I had to see a lot of bad things 
over there.” 

A sign hanging in the now 
defunct pavilion at Jonestown 
once read “Those who do not 
remember history are doomed 
to repeat it.” 

Diaz said she hoped others 
could take away lessons from 
her story in order to diffuse 
similar situations before prob- 
lems began. 

“What I want people to get 
from the nightmare is that you 
always follow your heart and 
listen to your gut,” she said. 
“You listen to your God-given 
instinct. And sometimes that’s 
a confusing thing to do.” 

Diaz said the two-hour spe- 
cial is expected to air on CNN 
at 6, 9 and midnight Nov. 13 
and again on Nov. 15 and 16.

California voters nearly split on abortion measure

SACRAMENTO — California voters 
are almost evenly split on a ballot mea- 
sure that would require parental notifica- 
tion before most teenagers could get an 
abortion, according to a new Field Poll. 

Forty-five percent of likely voters sup- 
port Proposition 4, while 43 percent 
oppose it, according to the poll released 
Friday. It has a margin of error of plus or 


minus 3.3 percentage points.

“I had a dream of doing 
something agricultural on the 
property,” says Lenczowski, 
who is an attorney in the East 
Bay, where he specializes in 
business law. “Some of our 
neighbors were growing 
grapes and making great wine 
so it made sense to plant a 
vineyard.” People like the 
Fetzers, Jim Milone and Bill 
Crawford were making won- 
derful wine. Resa and Hubert 
have two children, who are 
now 17 and 18. Like dad, 
they spent their weekends 
and summers in Hopland 
„where they have worked the 
ranch and helped with wine- 
making chores. 

Since the early 1980s, the 
Lenczowskis have added 10 
acres of cabernet sauvignon 
and one acre of petite sirah. 
Their first vintage of cabernet 
was pressed in 1986 and 
released in 1989. While not 
paper certified, everything at 
Duncan Peak is organic. The 
vines are fertilized with the 
grape and other compost. 

This year the harvest was 
on Oct. 15, which 
Lenczowski considers late for 
Duncan Peak. The devastat- 
ing spring frost knocked off 
about half of the fruit, which 
most people might consider 
terrible news. Lenczowski, 
tanned and lean, his dark hair 
thinning and his chiseled face 
effecting a calm impression 
of intelligence, wit, and com- 
petence, is delighted. “It’s 
good news. It’s going to be 
great wine,” he says in his 
understated way. He explains 
that there is an inverse rela- 
tionship between quality and 
quantity. “The less you have 
the better.” That’s because the 
vigor from the vines goes into 
the smaller crop of grape 
clusters, like the “Grand Crus 
of Bordeaux in France,” he 
tells me. 

The scale of the vineyard 
and the winery means 
Lenczowski can do every- 
thing by hand. In normal 
years when the grape crop is 
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more prolific, he cuts clusters 
of berries off the vines around 
verasion, which is when they 
are just starting to turn from 
green to purple. “We leave 
one or two bunches per 
cane.” This year’s harvest 
produced only one ton per 
acre. “That’s great news for a 
winemaker,” he says. The 
trick. he says. is to pick the 
grapes ripe but not overly 
ripe. He knows every bunch 
that goes into the wine. 

“Our wines are drinkable 
as soon as they are bottled,” 
Lenczowski says matter-of- 
factly. He describes his caber- 
net and petite sirah as not 
super high alcohol and tannic. 
“T’ve tried fancy cult wines 
that at 10 years old are not 
ready to drink and the fruit is 
already dead,” he explains. 
“Ours at 10 and 15 years are 
still vibrant and fruit rich. 
You don’t need to have a lot 
of tannins and alcohol to have 
a lovely wine.” 

“People who normally get 
a headache from drinking red 
wine have told me that my 
wines don’t have that effect,” 
he says. He quickly admits 
that he’s not a scientist and 
doesn’t even try to add differ- 
ent things, but there’s some- 
thing to be said for the lower 
tannins and alcohol. 

He tastes regularly from 
the 30 barrels the wines age 
in for a couple of years. He 
picks two to four of the best 
tasting barrels each year to 
bottle as the best of the best. 
The 50 to 100 cases of the 
reserve wine are only sold on 
the website and through his 
mailing list. His wife Resa 
does marketing and sales for 
the 1,000 cases they make of 
Duncan Peak wines. The 
wine is totally estate grown 
and produced. “Our story is

of authenticity—wine made 
on this property is a reflection 
of what these soils and this 
place can produce,” says 
Lenczowski. Tours can be 
made by appointment on the 
weekends. 

“All the buildings on the 
ranch have historic connec- 
tions with the property and 
the story of the winery,” says 
Lenczowski. One of the old 
buildings was an old “milk 
barn.” Cows were milked in 
the big barn below and milk 
brought up to the milk barn to 
stay cool until a truck came 
and took it to the city. This 
was before refrigeration. The 
building had no windows and 
was charcoal insulated. It 
stays cool and was the origi- 
nal winery until the mid- 
1990s. The home is a bunga- 
low built by Bessie Duncan 
in 1945. It perches on a knoll 
shaded by trees and with just 
enough room on the small 


plateau for a lawn and a porch 
from which to sip some 
cabernet and watch the sun 
set over Duncan Peak. 
Lenczowski’s goal is to 
preserve the integrity of the 
property and make it a living 
museum of local history. 
Simultaneously he wants to 
make excellent wine to help 
put Mendocino County on the 
map as a great winemaking 


region. 
“I try to be an ambassador 
for Mendocino County 


around California,, the nation 
and internationally when we 
market our wines in those 
places,” he says. “I proudly 
put Mendocino County on 
my label because I want to let 
people know this is where the 
great things our soils produce 
come from.”
